Th.e Defence of Fort Suniter. 


From the Kew York -Tribune. 


On Thursday, the llth of April, three of 


Gen. Beauregard'a aids appeared at For I 
Sumter, and brought acominunication which 
stated that he had refrained from making 
any hostile demonstiation, with the hope ol 
finally obtaining the tort by a treaty, &c.— 
But orders having'beea. received from. 
Jef- 


ferson Davis to demand of Major Andersbn,- 
in the name of the Southern CoufalerAcy, 
its surrender or evacuation, Major Ander- 
son replied that he was sorry a request had 
been made which he could not grant; that; 
he had already gone as far as his sense of 
dutv and his sense of honor would aUcw. 


B'iajor Anderson also mentioned to 'one 


of his aids, aside and unofficially^that'llie 
garrison was out.of provisions, haying noth- 
ing but pork; f hat they could probably! 
manage to live till Monday, the luth. The1 
aids carried this reply to Gen. Beauregai-d,. 
who telegraphed it to Jeffefsou"Da'vis, and 
also the remark that'. Major Ande,rsou was 
nearly starved out. 
- 
.' • , 


The nejct-morning, at half-past 1 o'clock, 


the aids came down with another commu- 
nication from Gen. Beauregard to the effect 
that he had learned Umt.the garrison was 
nearly starved out, and desired to know of 
Major Anderson on what day ho would evac- 
uate the fort; that Gen. Beauregard would 
allow him to evacuate and take him to any 
port in the United States, provided hs would 
agree not.to fire upon'the batteries unless 
Fort Sumter should be fired upon. 


[Query—T)oes this fact show thai the dis- 


patches to Major Anderson had been open- 
ed, and, .knowing that an attempt to put 
provisions into the fort would soon be made, 
the boats coming in could be £red into, 
while Major Anderson would be preclude 
from protecting them ?.] 


Major Anderson replied that be would be 


obliged to evacuate by Monday, the loth, 
before noon, provided Fort 'Sumter or the 
(lag that it bore was not fired upon. 
Coun~- 


cils of war were held immediately after the 
receipt of these two communications, which 
were unanimous in favor of the answer 
that was returned. Tlie deputation which 
brought the second communication consist- 
ed of Major Luce, Col. Ohism, lloger A. 
Pryor, Senator Chestnut and others., Maj. 
Anderson's reply was considered by them 
for fifteen or twenty minutes, when they re- 
turned an answer that the batteries would 
open their fires in one hour. This was at 
3£ o'clock on Friday morning. 
After, this 


reply the deputy of Gen. Beauregard imme- 
diately left. 
, '. 


The sentinels were immediately removed 


from the parapets of Fort, Sumter, the 
pos- 


terus closed, the flag drawn up, and an or- 
der sent to the troops not to. leave the bomb 
proofs, on any account, until summoned by 
the drum. At 4:30 a. m., one bombshell 
was thrown at Sumter, bursting immediate- 
ly over the iort. After the pause of .a few 
moments the firing became general on the 
part of the batteries of the secessionists, 
doing the greatest credit to the artillerists. 
The command did not return a single shot 
until the men had had their breakfast. 
j 


As the number ol' men was so small, and 


the garrison .so nearly exhausted by the 
several months of siege which they had 
gone through, it was_necessary to husband 
their strength. The "command was there- 
fore divided into three reliefs, or equal par- 
ties, who were to work the different batter- 
ies by turns, each four hours. 


The first relief opened upon the iron bat- 


teries at Cumming's Point, at a. distance of 
1600 
yards, the iron floating battery, dis- 


tant 1300 or 2000 yards at the end of Sul- 
livan's Island, the enfilading battery on 
Sullivan's Island and,Fort Moullrie. This 
was at 7 o'clock in the morning, Cuptaiu 
Doubleday firing the first gun, and all the. 
.points named above being opened upon si- 
multaneously. For the first four hours the 
firing was kept up with great rapidity; the 
enthusiasm of the men, indeed, was so 
great that the second and third reliefs coujd 
not be kept from tho guns. : This accounts 
for the fact that double the number of guns 
were at work during the first-four hours 
than at any other time. 
: 
Shells burst with ,thc .greatest rapidity- 


over every portion of the work, hurling the 
loose brick and stone in nil directions, 
breaking the windows, and setting fire -to 
whatever it burst against. The solid shot 
firing of the enemies' batteries, and particu- 
larly of Fort Moultrie, was directed at the 
barbette guns of .Fort Sumter, disabling one 
ten-inch columbiad (they had but two,) one 


Dumig Friday the officers' barracks were 


three times set on fire by the shells, and 
three times put out under the most galling 
and destructive firing. This was the only 
occasion on which Major Anderson allowed 
the rupn lo expose the nselves without an 
absolute necessity. Tho gnns of the para- 
pot—which had all been pointed the day 
before—weie fired clandestinely by some of 
the man slipping up on top. 


The tiring of the rifled guns from the 


iron battery on Cum m.ing's Point became 
extremely accurate in tbe.afternoon of Fri- 
day, 
cutting out large quantities of the ma- 


sonry about tbe.emSrasures.. at'every shot, 
throwing concrete -among HUe -cannonfers, 
slightly wounding and stunning othfrs.— 
One piece struck Sergeant Kearhan, an old 
Mexican war veteran, striking him on the 
head and knocking him down. Upon be- 
ing revned IIP *<is asl ed if he was hmt 
badly. He replied :-."JSTo ; I was only tem- 
porarily knocked-down," and he went to 
work again. 


Meals were served at the guns of the can- 


noniers, while'the guns are being fired and 
-pointed 
TLe firing commenced in the 


inorning TS soon as po sible 


During Friday night tlie men endeavor- 


ed to climb the flig stilt foi the purpose of 
fastening new halluuls, the old ones having 
been cut by shot, but found it impossible

services. It is to bo regretted that Wisconsin is . not 
parmitted to increase Inrgery her quota, but her loyal 
citizens mustoxerciso patience-till-calledfor. I nrge 
the formation of companies of able bodied men to the 
nnmber of seventy-seven each, in every locality -where 
it can be dohci.without expense for subsistence of men, 
who will pledge themselves to be minnte men, standing 
ready, at short notice, to answer to other calls of the 
government. "When such companies are fnll of infant- 
ry pi- riflemen, let them elect a captain', lieutenant and 
ensign and .report to tho Adjutant General for 'commis- 
sions and orders. It is aot necessary that men.be taken 
from thtiir.peaceful avocations to be drilled for active 
service, though wheu companies are located in large 
towns it is desirable 'that they be drilled, 'as far 03 pos- 
sible, in the use of arms. "Whenever they are called in- 
to service their expenses will" bo paid.- Where com- 
panies have been enrolled and have reported, offering 
their services, thoy will ho first called upon whenever a 
new demand is mado upon tho state by the President' 
which is likely to be very soon, I thank the good peo- 
ple of tho state for their ready response to my procla- 
mation, and for .their patriotic devotion to their .conn- 
try.
